INTRODUCTION 

This  booklet  contains  teaching  directions  for  all  the  units  in  Our 
Picture  Book,  Our  Story  Book,  and  Pre-Primer  Level  One,  Mac 
and  Muff. 

These  plans  are  written  with  the  understanding  that  any  teacher 
using  this  series  will  adapt  the  suggestions  to  meet  the  needs  of  her 
group  and  of  the  individuals  within  the  group.  The  authors  have 
attempted  to  incorporate  a method  which  embodies  the  best  in  all 
methods.  From  the  suggestions  offered,  the  teacher  may  select 
those  which  serve  her  best,  and  which  she  can  best  combine  with  her 
own  ideas  and  experience.  The  purpose  is  to  reveal  to  the  busy 
teacher  some  of  the  possibilities  which  the  content  offers  for : 

1.  Enriching  the  reading  program 

2.  Learning  through  activities 

3.  Orienting  children  into  stories  through  pictures 

4.  Cultivating  freedom  of  expression 

5.  Attacking  new  words  independently  through  picture  aids 

and  contextual  clues 

Our  Picture  Book  (13  inches  x 18  inches  in  size)  presents  complete 
stories  in  pictures.  It  makes  a definite  contribution  to  the  read- 
iness program  through  the  use  of  general  concept  and  sequence 
pictures,  and  may  be  introduced  during  the  very  first  days  in  school. 

Our  Story  Book  (16  inches  x 20  inches  in  size),  designed  to  be  read 
concurrently  with  Our  Picture  Book,  duplicates  many  of  the  pic- 
tures in  Our  Picture  Book  and  presents  the  authors’  interpretation 
of  the  pictures. 

Pre-Primer  Level  One,  Mac  and  Muff,  is  the  first  of  a group  of 
three  pre-primers.  It  is  the  basic  pre-primer  and  is  designed  to  be 
read  concurrently  with  Our  Story  Book.  The  supplementary  pre- 
primers, Level  Two,  The  Twins,  Tom  and  Don,  and  Level  Three, 
Going  to  School,  use  the  basic  vocabulary  of  52  words  introduced 
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in  Mac  and  Muff.  A limited  number  of  new  words  are  introduced 
in  these  two  books,  making  it  possible  for  them  to  be  read  with  the 
ease  of  absorption  units  which  contain  no  new  words. 

PURPOSE  OF  OUR  PICTURE  BOOK 

1.  To  insure  a readiness  for  reading  the  material  that  follows 

in  Our  Story  Book 

2.  To  direct  the  attention  of  the  group  to  material  in  book  form, 

large  enough  to  be  seen  by  all  the  children 

3.  To  make  an  especial  appeal  to  all  children  because  of  its  size, 

pictures  in  full  color,  and  content 

4.  To  contain  pictures  closely  related  to  the  general  experiences 

many  children  have  had,  and  to  provide  an  opportunity  for 
the  child  of  limited  experience  to  acquire  these  common 
experiences  through  the  study  of  pictures 

5.  To  tell  stories  in  sequence  pictures  which  children  enjoy 

6.  To  prepare  the  following  types  of  children  for  actual  reading: 

a.  Pupils  who  cannot  speak  English 

b.  Pupils  of  limited  experience 

c.  Pupils  of  retarded  mentality 

d.  Pupils  who  are  ready  to  read,  but  who  differ  in  learning 

aptitudes 

PURPOSE  OF  OUR  STORY  BOOK 

1.  To  reproduce  (with  the  exception  of  the  concept  pictures) 

all  the  pictures  of  Our  Picture  Book 

2.  To  present  reading  in  a natural  book  form.  Children  will 

derive  more  real  satisfaction  from  reading  a book  than 
from  reading  the  traditional  chart 

3.  To  be  so  closely  associated  in  content  with  Our  Picture  Book 

that  word  knowledge  will  be  acquired  naturally  and 
quickly 

4.  To  give  an  opportunity  to  establish  right  habits  for  reading 

a book  from  the  start,  such  as : 

a.  Reading  titles 

b.  Turning  pages 

c.  Reading  from  top  to  bottom  of  page 

d.  Reading  left  page  first 

e.  Reading  from  left  to  right  across  the  line 

f.  Reading  page  numbers 
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5.  To  present  print  in  smaller  type,  thus  eliminating  transition 

from  very  large  type,  as  is  usually  presented  in  charts,  to 
smaller  type  for  pre-primer  reading 

6.  To  accomplish  the  aim  of  teaching  the  children  the  mechanics 

of  reading  through  a medium  which  will  prove  of  real 
interest  to  them — a story  book 

7.  To  prepare  the  child  to  read  his  pre-primer  with  ease 

PURPOSE  OF  PRE-PRIMER  LEVEL  ONE,  MAC  AND  MUFF 

This  reader: 

1.  Presents  the  child  with  a book  larger  than  the  usual  pre- 

primer  size ; more  like  the  type  of  book  he  is  used  to  seeing 

2.  Reproduces  the  pictures  and  content  of  Our  Story  Book 

3.  Is  attractive  because  of  double  pages  in  full  color 

4.  Offers  no  mechanical  difficulties  in  transition  from  Our 

Story  Book 

5.  Gives  the  child  confidence  in  his  ability  actually  to  read 

SUGGESTIONS  TO  TEACHERS 

The  authors  of  the  Easy  Growth  in  Reading  Series,  in  outlining 
these  plans,  have  kept  in  mind  actual  classroom  conditions,  such 
as  class  variations  in  learning  ability,  time  limitations,  and  other 
factors  of  administration.  Although  the  directions  are  specific, 
the  plan  as  a whole  is  flexible.  It  is  recommended  that  each  teacher 
choose  the  most  appropriate  aids  from  among  the  suggestions 
offered  and  adapt  them  to  her  specific  needs.  In  following  the  pro- 
cedure as  suggested,  the  teacher  should  have  as  her  goals: 

1.  Stimulating  an  interest  in  reading  from  books  and  in  looking 

at  picture  books 

2.  Linking  the  child’s  real  experiences  with  experiences  drawn 

from  pictures 

3.  Increasing  the  child’s  hearing,  seeing,  and  speaking  vocab- 

ulary 

4.  Improving  the  ability  to  speak  in  simple  English  sentences 

5.  Helping  the  children  to  think  and  talk  in  sequences,  i.e.,  to 

arrange  their  ideas  in  an  orderly  fashion 
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6,  Training  children  to  anticipate  endings  and  predict  out- 
comes from  previously  read  content 

No  definite  standard  can  be  set  in  the  Manual  as  to  the  amount 
of  material  to  be  covered  in  a certain  length  of  time.  No  two 
teaching  situations  are  alike.  Teachers  working  under  varying 
conditions  will  develop  the  work  to  suit  the  needs  of  their  particular 
groups.  Some  groups  may  not  be  ready  to  leave  Our  Picture  Book 
and  go  on  to  Our  Story  Book  as  soon  as  others.  Some  groups  may 
need  more  time  than  others  on  Our  Story  Book  and  Our  Picture 
Book  before  going  on  to  the  Pre-Primer. 

READING  READINESS 

To  determine  the  needs  of  individual  groups  and  individuals 
within  the  groups  is  one  of  the  teacher’s  major  responsibilities 
during  the  opening  weeks  of  school.  In  addition  to  readiness  and 
psychological  tests  given  by  the  school  administrators,  her  own 
informal  observation  of  the  children  at  work  during  the  first  weeks 
in  the  first  grade  will  serve  as  a valuable  indication  of  the  children’s 
readiness  for  reading. 

The  teacher  may  have  a folder  for  each  child  in  which  she  keeps 
memoranda  of  responses  and  behavior  displayed  during  the  prelim- 
inary first-grade  adjustment  period. 

She  will  be  guided  by: 

1.  The  child’s  participation  in  the  group 

Is  he  normally  free  from  self-consciousness  when  respond- 
ing before  the  group? 

Does  he  enjoy  working  with  others? 

Is  he  unselfish  about  the  use  of  materials? 

Does  he  make  suggestions  and  help  with  plans? 

Does  he  know  how  to  await  his  turn  in  group  activities? 

2.  His  language  background 

Does  his  language  reflect  a foreign  background? 

Does  he  have  sufficient  command  of  English  to  express 
himself  in  simple  English  sentences? 

Does  he  have  a satisfactory  speaking  vocabulary  for  his 
age? 

3.  His  ability  to  concentrate 

Does  he  appear  to  think  through  what  he  is  doing? 

Does  he  show  sustained  interest? 
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4.  His  indication  of  a desire  to  read 

Does  he  notice  the  labels  in  the  room? 

Does  he  want  to  know  what  they  say? 

Is  he  inquisitive  about  the  books  on  the  library  table? 
Does  he  seem  to  enjoy  picture  books? 


RICHNESS  OF  PROGRAM 

The  Easy  Growth  in  Reading  Series  makes  liberal  provision  for 
flexibility  in  methods  of  approach  to  beginning  reading.  A rich 
program  of  picture  and  story  content  has  been  provided. 

The  units  throughout  Our  Picture  Book,  Our  Story  Book,  and 
the  Pre-Primers  lend  themselves  to  a program  of  related  activities. 
These  may  be  developed  in  conjunction  with  Our  Picture  Book, 
Our  Story  Book,  and  the  Pre-Primers  as  the  teacher  desires.  It  is 
recommended  that  they  precede  or  parallel  the  reading  units 
throughout.  Illustrations  are: 


Home  life 

Care  of  and  play  with  pets 
Construction  of  homes  for  pets 
Toys 

Construction  of  toy  store 


Listening  to  the  radio 
Use  of  picture  books 
Preparation  for  a picnic 
Helping  mother  and  father 
Playing  in  the  park 


SUGGESTED  CORRELATED  ACTIVITIES 


Construction.  The  unit  on  "home”  and  “home  life”  may 
stimulate  the  children  to  build  a house  out  of  blocks  or  empty  boxes. 

The  further  discussion  about  the  family  and  what  the  family  is 
doing  may  stimulate  interest  in : 

Bringing  toys  to  school 
Building  a doll  house 
Bringing  pets  to  school 
Discussion  of  care  of  pets 
Listening  to  radio  programs 
A trip  to  a broadcasting  station 
Listening  to  stories 
Looking  at  picture  books 

(Children  may  be  encouraged  to  bring  their  own  books) 

Excursions.  Trips  to  points  of  interest  should  be  taken.  Projects 
going  on  in  the  vicinity  may  be  visited.  When  possible,  the  actual 
experiences  should  precede  the  study  of  the  particular  unit  in  the 
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books.  For  instance,  an  interesting  background  for  the  unit  on 
the  park  would  be  found  in  an  actual  trip  to  the  park,  where  the 
children  would  enjoy  the  same  experiences  as  enjoyed  by  the  children 
in  Our  Picture  Book,  Our  Story  Book,  and  the  Pre-Primer. 

Special  Days.  Planning  for  special  days  always  stimulates  much 
conversation  and  affords  excellent  material  for  bulletin  board  and 
charts.  Such  events  are : 

Parties  for  parents  Toy  day  at  school 

Birthday  parties  Pet  day  at  school 

Dress-up  parties  Holidays 

Dramatization.  Children  love  to  play  stories.  The  wise  teacher 
will  utilize  the  dramatic  interest  by  providing  opportunity,  wherever 
possible,  for  dramatic  play  in  the  classroom. 

Usually  the  children’s  imagination  will  furnish  stage  properties 
and  scenery.  Let  the  dramatization  be  the  child’s  own.  Bring  as 
many  of  the  children  into  the  dramatization  as  possible. 


Drawing.  The  drawing  of  large  pictures  is  a joy  to  children. 
With  large  sheets  of  paper  and  crayons,  they  delight  in  picturing 
the  experiences  they  have  enjoyed.  These  drawings  can  then  be 
labeled,  or  each  child  may  dictate  a story  about  his  picture.  The 
stories  may  be  recorded  on  charts.

Clay  modeling 
Painting

Making  individual  reading  booklets 
Conversation  Period  (Sharing  Experiences).  A conversation 
period  should  always  follow  an  activity  period,  when  the  children 
may  share  their  experiences  with  the  group.  Watch  to  see  what 
the  slower  children  are  particularly  interested  in.  When  the 
children’s  conversation  touches  the  individual  interests  they  can 
be  easily  drawn  into  the  group.  Their  drawings  may  be  shown  and 
discussed.  The  best  drawings  may  be  selected  by  the  group,  and  the 
children  given  an  opportunity  to  tell  little  stories  about  the  pictures 
that  they  have  drawn  before  these  are  mounted  on  the  bulletin 
board. 
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Bulletin  Boards.  Every  primary  room  should  be  equipped  with 
a bulletin  board  where  information  such  as  the  following  may  be 
posted : 

Names  of  committees 
Room  duties 
Safety  rules 

Interesting  announcements 

Pictures 

Drawings 

A good  bulletin  board  displays  material  that  is  interesting,  vital, 
and  important  for  everyone.  It  provides  an  opportunity  to  extend 
the  child’s  reading  experience  in  a useful  way. 

Establishing  a Library  Corner.  Every  first-grade  room  should 
have  some  part  of  it  set  aside  and  designated  “The  Library”.  There 
should  be  books  of  every  type  suitable  for  children  six  and  seven 
years  old — picture  books,  story  books,  books  of  poems,  songs, 
books  dealing  with  animals,  flowers,  birds,  and  community 
interests. 

The  pupils  should  be  encouraged  to  bring  their  favorite  books 
from  home,  and  show  the  pictures  to  other  children  who  may  be 
interested  in  them. 

Pictures  related  to  the  activities  may  be  collected  and  posted  in 
booklets  for  the  library  table.  The  Manual  contains  many  sugges- 
tions for  making  these  booklets,  and  suggests  books  related  to  the 
activities. 

Room  Charts.  In  recording  children’s  experiences  the  teacher  and 
group  together  may  build  room  charts.  These  may  be  used,  partic- 
ularly for  the  slower  groups,  concurrently  with  Our  Picture  Book, 
Our  Story  Book,  and  the  Pre-Primer.  These  charts  often  serve  as  a 
valuable  link  between  language  and  reading  activities  throughout 
the  primary  grades.  A stimulating  school  environment  will  provide 
many  opportunities  for  the  pupil’s  own  dictated  records.  These 
may  be : 

Personal  experiences 

Experiences  of  groups  after  an  excursion 

Descriptions  of  pets  and  toys 

Supplementary  stories  about  Our  Picture  Book  and  Our  Story 
Book 
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These  room  charts  are  an  indispensable  aid  to  primary  reading 
instruction  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  They  extend  the  amount  of  material  the  child  reads. 

2.  They  give  added  vocabulary  repetition. 

3.  They  utilize  the  child’s  own  vocabulary. 

4.  They  serve  to  tie  the  child’s  experience  to  the  material  in 

his  books. 

5.  They  enable  the  teacher  to  give  pupils  written  instead  of 

oral  directions. 

Since  Our  Story  Book  is  built  upon  experiences  common  to 
children,  it  will  be  easy  to  correlate  room  charts  with  Our  Story 
Book  and  Pre-Primer  Level  One,  Mac  and  Muff.  The  teacher 
should  always  guide  the  discussion  in  order  that  the  chart  composi- 
tions may  measure  up  to  the  following  standards: 

1.  Conversation  should  relate  directly  to  the  topic  at  hand. 

2.  Sentences  should  be  simple  and  short. 

3.  Only  a few  sentences  should  be  used  in  one  reading  unit. 

4.  Some  guidance  should  be  given  on  sequence  in  order  that 

the  chart  will  tell  a connected  story. 

5.  A vocabulary  relating  directly  to  the  unit  in  the  text  should 

be  used  for  the  most  part. 

Construction  of  Charts 

Unless  close  attention  is  given  to  the  mechanics  of  chart  making 
the  charts  may  be  difficult  to  read  and  consequently  ineffective. 
Attention  should  be  given  to : 

1.  Spacing  of  lines 

2.  Margins  (top,  and  left  side) 

3.  Short  sentences 

4.  Words  and  letters  correctly  spaced 

5.  Lettering  not  too  faint  in  manuscript  form 

(Charts  may  be  illustrated  with  the  children’s  own  drawings.) 

Suggested  Materials  for  Chart  Making 

1.  Oak  tag  or  light  cardboard 

2.  Manuscript  pen  No.  4 (cost,  $.10) 

3.  India  ink  ($.25),  or  black  crayon

This  is  a Sample  of  Manuscript  Writing  Suitable  for 
Chart  Making 
Science  Comer.  In  the  science  corner : 


Bird  books  may  be  found. 

The  coming  of  birds  may  be  recorded. 

Animals  may  be  kept,  to  be  cared  for  by  the  entire  group. 
Records  of  weather  may  be  posted. 

Nature  material  may  be  arranged. 

Glass  shelves  for  exhibiting  nature  material  are  very  desirable. 
These  glass  shelves,  with  brackets,  may  be  secured  at  the  five- 
and-ten-cent  stores. 


GENERAL  PLAN  FOR  INTRODUCTION  OF  OUR  PICTURE 
BOOK,  OUR  STORY  BOOK,  PRE-PRIMER  LEVEL  ONE, 
MAC  AND  MUFF 

The  plan,  as  outlined,  calls  for  the  reading  of  Our  Picture  Book 
through  page  7,  then  turning  the  attention  of  the  children  to  the 
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corresponding  pages  (1  to  7)  in  Our  Story  Book,  and  pages  1 to  9 
in  Pre-Primer  Level  One,  Mac  and  Muff. 

The  teacher  should  handle  these  books  so  that  the  story  endings 
are  not  revealed  to  the  children. 

The  reading  of  Our  Picture  Book  through  page  7 will : 

1.  Introduce  the  children  to  the  characters  of  the  book 

2.  Familiarize  them  thoroughly  with  the  names  of  the  children 

and  their  pets 

3.  Give  them  the  necessary  background  for  understanding  and 

appreciating  the  stories  to  be  read  in  Our  Story  Book 

4.  Utilize  the  well-known  ability  of  children  to  read  pictures 

at  the  very  beginning  of  their  school  work 

5.  Lead  the  child  naturally  and  easily  from  the  process  of 

getting  ideas  through  familiar  pictures  to  discovery  of 
how  these  ideas  are  expressed  in  print 

The  reading  of  Our  Story  Book  through  page  7 will : 

1.  Give  the  children  the  joy  of  actually  reading  material  with 

familiar  ideas 

2.  Give  practice  in  correct  reading  habits 

3.  Instil  confidence  in  all  children — even  the  slowest  readers 
The  reading  of  the  Pre-Primer,  Mac  and  Muff,  will  give  the 

children  joy  because  of  the  realization  of  their  ability  actually  to 
read. 


MAC  AND  MUFF  AT  PLAY 
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PLANS  FOR  TEACHING  UNIT  I 

OUR  PICTURE  BOOK 

Pages  1-7,  Mac  and  Muff  at  Play 

GENERAL  READINESS  DEVELOPMENT— Pages  1-7 

After  the  children  have  been  given  an  opportunity  to  tell  what 
they  think  is  on  the  opening  page,  the  teacher  should  give  this 
background:  “This  book  tells  us  some  stories  all  in  pictures  about 
a little  girl  named  Nancy,  a little  boy  named  Bob,  their  baby 
sister,  and  their  father  and  their  mother.  Bob  has  a dog.  His  name 
is  Mac.  Nancy  has  a cat  named  Muff.  They  have  many  good 
times  together.” 

With  this  background,  the  big  picture  book  should  be  opened  to 
the  first  page  (the  title  page.)  Allow  the  children  to  express 
themselves  freely  about  the  picture.  These  guiding  questions  are 
merely  suggested : 

Whom  do  you  see  in  the  picture? 

Are  they  brother  and  sister? 

Do  you  have  a brother  or  sister? 

Do  you  have  a baby  sister? 

What  do  you  call  your  baby  sister? 

Is  there  a boy  in  the  class  named  Bob? 

(Have  the  boy  stand.) 

Is  there  a girl  in  the  class  named  Nancy? 

(If  so,  have  Nancy  stand.) 

Does  this  little  girl  look  like  Nancy  in  the  book? 

(How  is  she  different?) 

Does  the  little  boy  look  like  the  Bob  in  the  picture? 

What  are  Bob,  Nancy,  and  Baby  doing? 

What  kind  of  books  do  you  have  at  home? 

(Then  have  the  children  name  all  the  characters  on  page  1 .) 

Attention  should  be  drawn  to  page  1,  and  the  turning  of  the 
page  carefully.  “We  are  going  to  look  at  the  picture  on  the  next 
page.  What  page  will  that  be?  ” One  may  take  time  at  this  point 
to  acquaint  the  children  with  page  numbers. 
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PURPOSE  OF  CONCEPT  PICTURE— Pages  2-3  ' 

1.  To  develop  the  child’s  hearing,  seeing,  and  speaking  vocab- 

ulary. 

2.  To  encourage  children  to  talk  freely  in  simple  English 

sentences. 

Allow  the  children  to  discuss  the  picture  freely,  leading  their 
conversation  to  include  ideas  about  the  family  relationships 
depicted  in  the  “home”  pictures,  as: 

Mother  reading  to  Baby 
Father  listening  to  the  radio 
Bob  playing  with  Mac 
Nancy  and  her  toys 

The  picture  will  stimulate  children  to  relate  their  own  family  and 
home  experiences.  Many  correlated  activities  are  suggested  by  the 
picture,  and  discussion  of  them  may  follow,  as : 

Building  a house  Bringing  toys  to  school 

Bringing  pets  to  school  A toy  show 

Care  of  pets  Building  a playhouse 

A pet  show  Listening  to  the  radio,  and  many  others 

READINESS  DEVELOPMENT— Pages  2-3 

You  may  say  to  the  children,  “Look  at  the  picture  and  tell  us 
something  you  see.”  Give  the  children  time  to  look.  Insist  that 
they  get  one  thing  ready  to  tell.  Hold  the  children  to  discussing 
the  picture.  Irrelevant  conversation  should  be  discouraged. 

The  following  questions  are  merely  suggestions.  Questions  of 
this  nature  will  guide  the  thinking  of  the  children. 

What  time  of  the  day  do  you  think  it  is? 

Name  everything  in  the  picture  that  helps  you  tell  the  time. 

Whom  do  you  see  in  this  picture  that  you  know? 

What  pet  is  in  this  picture  that  was  not  in  the  first  picture? 

All  those  who  have  a pet  cat  may  stand. 

What  is  the  name  of  your  cat? 

Would  you  like  to  guess  the  name  of  Nancy’s  cat? 

What  is  Father  doing? 

What  programs  on  the  radio  do  you  like  to  listen  to? 

Does  your  father  listen  to  the  radio  in  the  evening? 

It  is  essential  that  a complete  story  grow  out  of  this  and  all  picture 
discussion,  rather  than  a mere  catalog  of  ideas. 
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The  wise  teacher  will  encourage  the  children  to  talk  freely  about 
the  pictures.  There  will  be  many  answers,  such  as : 

I see  Bob. 

I see  Nancy. 

I see  Father,  too. 

Further  language  expression  can  be  developed  through  a series  of 
questions  which  will  result  in  an  interesting  related  episode,  such  as : 


Bob  is  a little  boy. 

He  is  about  seven  years  old. 
He  goes  to  school. 

He  has  a dog  named  Mac. 

He  likes  to  play  with  Mac. 

Nancy  is  about  six  years  old. 
She  is  playing  with  her  train. 
She  likes  to  make  her  train  go. 


Father  is  listening  to  the  radio. 
He  likes  to  listen  to  the  radio. 
My  father  likes  to  listen,  too. 

I like  to  listen  to  the  radio,  too. 

Mother  is  showing  a book  to 
Baby. 

Baby  likes  picture  books. 

Baby  will  go  to  bed  soon. 


(These  may  be  recorded  on  the  blackboard  or  on  charts.) 


Pages  4,  5,  6,  7 

Purpose.  To  develop  specific  concepts  which  will  serve  the  child 
in  his  first  reading  in  Our  Story  Book. 

Pages  4-5.  What  time  of  the  year  is  it? 

Name  all  the  things  in  the  picture  that  help  you 
to  tell  what  time  of  the  year  it  is. 

Whom  do  you  see  in  the  picture? 

Do  you  like  to  play  with  your  cat? 

What  is  your  cat’s  name? 

What  does  Nancy  have  in  her  arms? 

If  you  have  a doll,  tell  about  it. 

Whom  do  you  see  in  this  picture? 

(The  answer  to  the  question,  “Whom  do  you  see 
in  this  picture?”  [Nancy  and  Muff]  will  serve  as 
a definite  aid  when  teaching  page  2 of  Our 
Story  Book,  and  page  2 of  the  Pre-Primer,  Mac 
and  Muff.) 

What  is  Bob  going  to  do  with  the  ball? 

What  do  you  think  will  happen  when  Bob  throws 
the  ball? 

Let  us  turn  the  page.  Look  at  the  picture  at  the 
top  of  the  page  first.

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PURPOSE  OF  SEQUENCE  PICTURES— Pages  6-7 

1.  To  help  the  child  to  think  in  terms  of  related  ideas 

2.  To  arrange  his  ideas  in  an  orderly  fashion 

3.  To  train  the  child  in  the  ability  to  predict  the  outcome  of  a 

story  before  he  reads  the  author’s  interpretation 
Direct  the  children  to  look  at  the  picture  at  the  top  of  page  6. 
Careful  training  should  be  given  the  child  at  this  point  so  as  to 
train  him  in  habits  that  will  transfer  to  the  Pre-Primer.  His  eyes 
should  move  in  sequence  from  picture  to  picture.  His  attention 
should  be  called  to  the  picture  at  the  top  of  page  6,  then  to  the 
picture  at  the  bottom  of  page  6.  The  teacher  should  then  point  to 
the  picture  at  the  top  of  page  7,  and  finally  to  the  picture  at  the 
bottom  of  page  7.  She  should  impress  the  children  with  the  fact 
that  the  four  pictures  when  read  in  sequence  tell  a story. 

The  children  are  now  ready  to  go  back  and  talk  about  the  pictures. 
Picture  at  the  top  of  page  6. 

Whom  do  you  see  in  this  picture? 

Why  didn’t  Mac  chase  the  ball? 

If  you  have  seen  your  dog  do  what  Mac  is  doing,  tell  about  it 
Look  at  the  picture  at  the  bottom  of  6.  (Teacher  points.) 

What  did  Mac  do? 

Where  is  the  ball? 

What  do  you  think  Nancy  is  saying? 

Do  you  think  she  wants  Mac  to  catch  Muff?  Wliy? 

Where  do  you  think  Muff  will  go? 

Look  at  the  next  page — page  7.  Now  look  at  the  picture  at  the 
top  of  page  7.  (Teacher  points.  Be  sure  that  all  eyes  follow  to 
the  top  of  page  7.) 

Who  else  is  in  the  picture  now? 

Where  is  Nancy’s  doll? 

What  do  you  think  Nancy  is  saying? 

Look  at  the  picture  at  the  bottom  of  page  7.  (Teacher  points — • 
eyes  follow.) 

What  has  happened  now? 

Where  will  Mac  go? 

What  is  Nancy  saying  now? 

What  is  Bob  saying  now? 

What  would  you  say? 

Allow  the  children  to  end  this  story. 
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A complete  story  should  be  developed  now  under  the  careful  direc- 
tion of  the  teacher.  The  teacher  should  turn  back  to  page  3 
again  where  the  story  actually  begins.  As  the  children  move 
from  picture  to  picture,  the  teacher  should  note  that  they: 

1.  See  what  is  actually  happening  in  the  picture 

2.  Think  in  an  orderly  fashion 

3.  Speak  in  clear-cut,  simple  sentences 

4.  Enunciate  and  pronounce  words  plainly 

5.  Develop  right  habits  of  eye  movement,  handling  of  page,  etc. 
Stories  similar  to  the  following  will  grow  out  of  this  procedure. 

The  following  stories  were  secured  in  classrooms : 

Nancy  was  playing  with  Muff. 

Bob  was  playing  with  Mac. 

Bob  had  a ball. 

He  threw  the  ball. 

Mac  started  to  chase  the  ball.  ( 

Nancy  saw  Mac  chasing  Muff. 

She  did  not  want  Mac  to  chase  Muff. 

She  said,  “Come,  Mac!  Come,  Mac!” 

But  Mac  did  not  come. 

Mac  saw  Muff. 

Muff  saw  Mac,  too. 

Mac  did  not  chase  the  ball  now. 

He  started  to  chase  Muff. 

Bob  saw  Mac  chasing  Muff,  too. 

Nancy  saw  them,  too. 

Nancy  said,  “See  Muff!  See  Muff!” 

Bob  said,  “See  Mac!  See  Mac!” 

Then  he  called,  “Come,  Mac!  Come,  Mac!” 

Muff  came  to  a fence. 

She  could  not  climb  over  the  fence. 

She  turned  around. 

Her  hair  stuck  right  up. 

Mac  started  to  run  now. 

He  ran  into  his  house. 

I do  not  think  he  will  chase  Muff  again. 

These  stories  may  be  recorded  on  charts  or  on  the  blackboard. 
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The  children  are  now  ready  to  turn  their  attention  to  Our  Story 
Book  and  the  Pre-Primer  Level  One,  Mac  and  Muff. 

For  the  children  who  are  not  ready  to  go  into  the  actual  reading, 
the  correlated  activities  suggested  on  page  5 may  be  used.

FIRST  READING 

Pages  1-7.  An  opportunity  should  be  given  the  children  to 
look  through  the  pictures  of  this  unit.  Time  should  be  given  for 
their  comments  as  they  go  along.  Attention  should  be  called  to 
the  page  numbers.  (This  information  on  page  numbers  will  serve 
the  children  when  they  begin  to  use  pre-primers.)  Then  the 
teacher  should  turn  back  to  page  2.  The  children  are  now  ready 
to  connect  the  pictures  with  the  printed  symbols. 

Page  2.  Question,  “Whom  do  you  see  in  this  picture?” 

As  the  children  give  the  answer  “Nancy  and  Muff,”  the  teacher 
should  hold  a cardboard  marker  under  the  phrase,  “Nancy  and 
Muff,”  with  the  remark,  “That  is  just  what  this  says— ‘Nancy  and 

* Word  cards  are  listed  and  numbered  for  the  convenience  of  teachers  who  wish  to  use 
them.  The  text  is  so  arranged  that  the  pictures  will  give  children  clues  to  words.  Words 
will  be  absorbed  as  the  children  work  with  sentences  and  phrases.  Isolated  word  drill 
is  of  little  value. 
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Muff.'  ” Ask  the  children  to  look  at  it,  read  it  to  themselves, 
then  read  it  orally.  The  teacher  should  move  the  card  from  the  left 
to  the  end  of  the  sentence  so  that  the  children  will  establish  the 
right  habits  of  eye  movements  from  the  very  beginning. 

Page  3.  The  same  procedure.  Ask  the  question,  ‘‘Whom  do 
you  see  in  this  picture?”  Answer,  “Bob  and  Mac.”  The  teacher 
places  the  cardboard  marker  under  the  phrase  “Bob  and  Mac” 
while  the  children  read  to  themselves,  then  orally. 

(Encourage  rhythmical  oral  reading.) 

Page  4.  Specific  questions  should  be  asked  on  this  page  so  as 
to  bring  the  answers:  “Mac  sees  Muff.  Muff  sees  Mac.” 

Whom  do  you  see  in  the  picture?  . 

What  does  Mac  see? 

What  does  Muff  see? 

When  the  answer,  “Mac  sees  Muff,”  comes,  the  teacher  should 
place  a marker  under  the  first  line,  “Mac  sees  Muff,”  with  the 
remark,  “That  is  just  what  this  first  sentence  says.”  Again  slide 
this  card  underneath  the  line  as  the  eyes  move  from  the  beginning 
of  the  sentence  to  the  end.  Call  attention  to  the  period  at  the 
end.  Proceed  in  the  same  manner  with  the  next  sentence.  Atten- 
tion should  be  called  to  reading  lines  from  left  to  right,  and  lines 
from  top  to  bottom,  in  sequence.  Having  the  children  read  the 
sentence  to  themselves  first  should  be  stressed  also. 

Allow  a number  of  children  to  read  the  sentences  in  answer  to  the 
two  questions,  “What  does  Mac  see?  What  does  Muff  see?” 

Page  5.  Treat  this  page  in  the  same  manner  as  page  4 was 
treated.  If  the  sentence,  “See  Mac  run!”  does  not  come  through 
questioning,  tell  the  children  what  this  sentence  says.  Move  the 
marker  down,  and  allow  them  to  read  the  next  sentence  independ- 
ently. 

Page  6.  (Call  attention  to  the  page  number.)  The  marker 
should  be  held  under  the  first  sentence  while  the  teacher  repeats  the 
question,  “What  did  Nancy  say?”  When  the  response  comes, 
“Nancy  said,  ‘See  Mac!’  ” the  teacher  should  again  remark,  “Why, 
that  is  just  what  it  says  here,”  and  allow  some  child  to  read  the 
sentence.  The  eyes  of  the  entire  group  should  travel  from  left  to 
right  to  the  end  of  the  sentence.  “What  else  did  Nancy  say?” 
Draw  from  the  children,  “Come,  Mac!  Come,  Mac!”  Place  the 
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marker  under  the  second  sentence  and  allow  the  children  to  read, 
“Come,  Mac!  Come,  Mac!” 

Page  7.  After  a discussion  of  the  picture  similar  to  the  discussion 
which  took  place  on  this  picture  in  Our  Picture  Book,  the  teacher 
will  ask,  “What  did  Nancy  say?”  (The  suggestion  might  come 
that  the  cat  belongs  to  Nancy,  hence  her  concern  over  Muff.)  The 
marker  should  be  placed  under  the  first  sentence  while  a child  reads, 
“Nancy  said,  ‘See  Muff!’  ” The  marker  should  be  moved  down 
under  the  second  sentence  and  under  the  third  while  the  teacher 
asks  the  following  questions:  “What  did  Nancy  say?  What  else 
did  she  say?  What  did  Bob  say ? ” 

A number  of  children  will  want  to  respond,  as  they  will  get  real 
joy  out  of  reading,  though  they  do  not  know  the  individual  words. 
No  attention  to  individual  phrases  or  words  should  be  given  during 
this  first  reading.  Allow  as  many  children  as  time  will  permit  to 
read  the  page,  moving  the  marker  as  they  read.  Watch  for  right 
habits  always. 

SECOND  READING 

Pages  1-7.  Turn  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  story.  Read  it 
through  again  with  no  attention  to  new  phrases  or  words.  Tell  the 
children  any  words  they  need  to  know.  Children  need  this  practice 
in  moving  along  quickly,  absorbing  the  thought  of  the  text. 
Rereading  of  the  story  may  be  conducted  in  this  manner : 

Who  would  like  to  read  page  2?  Page  3?  (Put  the  marker  under 
the  sentence  as  the  children  read.) 

Page  4.  Who  would  like  to  read  the  sentence  on  page  4 that 
tells  what  Muff  sees? 

Page  5.  Find  the  sentence  that  says,  “See  Mac  run!”  Find 
the  sentence  that  says,  “See  Muff  run!” 

Page  6.  Read  the  sentence  that  tells  what  Nancy  says.  Read 
the  next  sentence  on  page  6. 

Page  7.  The  teacher  should  ask  questions  which  will  lead  to 
the  answers ; place  the  marker  under  each  sentence, 
and  finish  reading  the  page. 

Allow  the  children  to  choose  the  page  they  like  best  and  read  it. 
Create  an  audience  situation  while  one  child  reads  his  page  and 
others  listen.  Encourage  rhythmical  oral  reading. 
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Note:  Reading  and  rereading  of  this  first  unit  with  no  attention 
to  mastering  new  words  will  give  children  a great  deal  of  pleasure 
and  satisfaction. 

The  teacher  should  be  watching  for  evidence  of  progress  and 
achievement  shown  in  the  following  traits : 

1.  Concentration  and  attention 

2.  Ability  to  use  picture  clues 

3.  Alertness  to  recognize  likenesses  and  differences  in  words 

4.  Correct  eye  habits 

5.  Sustained  interest 

The  group  is  now  ready  to  use  the  sentence  cards  which  duplicate 
the  sentences  page  by  page  in  Our  Story  Book.  (Sentence  and 
phrase  cards  are  available  in  separate  boxes.) 

Our  Story  Book  is  opened  to  page  2.  The  card  holder  should  be 
stationed  near  Our  Story  Book  with  the  phrase  “ Nancy  and  Muff” 
in  it.  If  the  card  holder  is  not  available,  the  teacher  should  hold 
the  phrase  “ Nancy  and  Muff”  near  the  same  phrase  in  Our  Story 
Book. 

Question,  “Whom  do  you  see  in  this  picture?  ” The  teacher  holds 
a blank  marker  under  the  answer  “Nancy  and  Muff”  as  the  children 
give  this  response.  The  teacher  may  say,  “That  is  exactly  what 
this  says.  Let  us  read  it,  ‘Nancy  and  Muff.’  ” Watch  eyes  going 
from  left  to  right.  “Read  it  again.”  The  teacher  moves  the  marker 
as  the  children  read. 

Now  card  No.  1 (Nancy  and  Muff)  should  be  held  up  before 
the  class  and  some  child  given  an  opportunity  to  place  it  under  the 
same  phrase  on  page  2 of  Our  Story  Book.  Allow  time  for  com- 
ments, as: 

It  looks  exactly  like  the  one  in  our  book. 

It  begins  the  same. 

I see  Nancy  two  times. 

Give  plenty  of  time  for  all  the  children  to  have  the  experience  of 
matching  the  cards  with  the  sentences  in  the  book. 

Number  experiences  may  be  provided  through: 

Having  the  children  note  page  numbers 
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Asking  such  questions  as,  “How  many  times  do  you  see  ‘Nancy 
and  Muff’?  How  many  times  do  you  see  ‘Nancy’?  How 
many  times  do  you  see  ‘Muff’?”  etc. 

Page  3 : Treat  in  the  same  manner  as  page  2 was  treated.  Use 
card  No.  2 (Bob  and  Mac) . 

1.  Have  children  study  the  picture  on  page  3 in  Our  Story  Book 

while  the  teacher  holds  a blank  marker  under  “Bob  and 
Mac,”  asking.  “Whom  do  you  see  in  this  picture?”  Hold 
the  marker  under  the  answer  to  the  question  as  the  children 
read. 

2.  Allow  the  children  to  hold  the  cards  directly  under  the  phrases 

in  Our  Story  Book,  and  to  note  similarities  in  the  phrases. 

3.  Pass  the  cards  to  other  children  and  give  them  an  oppor- 

tunity to  match  and  read. 

4.  Play  games  with  cards,  such  as: 

Who  can  find  “Nancy  and  Muff? ” (Ask  the  child  holding 
the  card  “Nancy  and  Muff”  to  stand.)  Find  “Bob  and 
Mac.”  Hold  your  card  under  “Bob  and  Mac”  in  Our 
Story  Book,  etc. 

Page  4:  Procedure  same  as  on  pages  2 and  3.  Use  cards  Nos. 
3 and  4. 

Have  a unit  built  in  the  card  holder  exactly  like  the  unit  in 
Our  Story  Book.  Read  page  4 from  Our  Story  Book.  Read  the 
same  unit  from  the  card  holder. 

Mac  sees  Muff. 

Muff  sees  Mac. 

Have  the  children  close  their  eyes.  The  teacher  disarranges  the 
two  sentences,  page  4.  See  if  the  children  recognize  the  change. 

Mix  cards  1,  2,  3,  and  4.  Call  for  “Nancy  and  Muff.”  Call 
for  “Mac  sees  Muff.”  Etc. 

Allow  the  children  to  build  a unit  of  their  own  in  the  card  holder. 
They  might  build  the  unit  using  cards  1,  2,  3,  and  4. 

Nancy  and  Muff 
Muff  sees  Mac. 

Mac  sees  Muff. 

Page  5:  Treat  in  the  same  manner  as  page  4.  Use  cards  No.  5 
and  6. 

As  the  children  grow  in  ability  to  read,  many  little  games  may  be 
played  to  help  them  fix  the  sentences  in  mind. 
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Suggestions 

Pages  4 and  5 of  Our  Story  Book. 

Give  a child  a blank  marker  (blank  markers  are  contained  in  boxes) 
and  give  directions  to  him  as  follows : 

1.  Find  the  sentence  that  says,  “Mac  sees  Muff.”  Put  your 

marker  under  it. 

(The  teacher  may  have  a unit  exactly  like  page  5 built 
in  the  card  holder  as : 

See  Mac  run! 

See  Muff  run ! 

2.  Find  the  card  that  says,  “See  Muff  run!”  Go  get  it. 

3.  Find  the  same  sentence  on  page  5 in  Our  Story  Book.  Put 

your  marker  under  it.  Do  they  look  exactly  alike? 

4.  Put  your  hands  around  the  sentence  that  says,  “See  Muff 

run ! ” Put  your  hands  around  the  first  sentence  on  page  4. 
Read  it. 

Make  frequent  use  of  the  terms:  first  sentence,  second  sentence, 
pages  4 and  5,  how  many,  etc. 

The  use  of  these  arithmetical  terms,  and  acquaintance  with  them, 
will  save  time  in  every  activity  throughout  the  school  day.  When 
the  children  turn  to  their  Pre-Primer  and  are  asked  to  open  the 
book  to  certain  pages  and  read  the  first  sentence,  third  sen- 
tence, etc.,  they  will  do  it  with  facility  if  they  have  had  ample 
practice. 

REVIEW  OF  PAGES  2-5. 

The  children  have  been  introduced  to  the  following  sentences 
with  new  words  in  each  sentence : 

Nancy  and  Muff 
Bob  and  Mac 
Mac  sees  Muff. 

See  Mac  run! 

It  is  recommended  for  the  slower  group  that  a thorough  review  be 
given  on  all  the  sentence  cards  used  up  to  the  present  time,  to 
be  sure  words  are  being  learned  in  context. 

1.  Build  a story  in  the  card  holder  which  looks  exactly  like 
the  story  in  Our  Story  Book. 
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2.  Build  a story  which  is  different  from  Our  Story  Book. 

3.  Show  a page  in  Our  Picture  Book,  and  have  the  children 

choose  a sentence  that  tells  about  this  particular  page. 

3.  Show  one  character,  such  as  Nancy.  Have  the  children 
find  a sentence  that  tells  about  Nancy. 

5.  Pass  out  all  sentence  and  phrase  cards.  See  how  quickly 
the  children  can  find  the  page  where  they  appear  in  Our 
Story  Book. 

Pages  6 and  7. 

Page  6:  Sentence  cards  7-11.  Phrase  cards  No.  3-7. 

On  page  6 the  first  sentence  breaks  naturally  into  phrases.  After 
the  sentences  have  been  read,  the  teacher  should  ask  the  children 
to  find  the  parts  of  the  sentence,  for  example : 

Find  the  part  that  tells  what  Nancy  said. 

Put  your  marker  under  it. 

Show  phrase  cards  No.  3 and  No.  4.  Give  the  phrase  card 
“See  Mac”  to  a child  and  ask  him  to  place  the  card  under 
the  same  phrase  in  Our  Story  Book.  Pass  out  phrase  cards 
Nos.  6,  7,  and  8.  Use  as  above. 

Games  may  be  played  with  the  phrase  and  sentence  cards  used 
up  to  this  time.  The  cards  may  be  placed  back  in  the  card  holder. 
The  teacher  should  call  for  them  in  order,  so  that  the  card  holder 
will  be  well  organized  when  the  cards  are  all  back  in  it,  thus: 

Nancy  and  Muff 
Bob  and  Mac 
Mac  sees  Muff. 

Muff  sees  Mac. 

Use  all  similar  sentences  and  phrases  with  which  the  children  are 
familiar.  Build  such  sentences  as : 

Nancy  said,  “Mac  sees  Muff.” 

Bob  said,  “See  Mac  run!” 

While  the  children  have  their  eyes  closed,  change  the  parts  that 
tell  what  Nancy  and  Bob  said.  Test  to  see  if  they  can  read. 
Give  plenty  of  opportunity  to  read  the  pages  from  beginning  to 
end  with  no  interference.  The  whole  unit  may  now  be  read  from 
pages  2 to  7.  Create  an  audience  situation  for  this  reading. 
Encourage  rhythmical  oral  reading. 
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REVIEW  PAGES  2-7. 

All  sentence  and  phrase  cards  should  be  reviewed  in  this  lesson. 
This  will  include  sentence  cards  Nos.  1-11,  and  phrase  cards 
Nos.  1-8. 

Allow  the  children  to  draw  out  the  separate  character  names: 
Nancy,  Muff,  Bob,  Mac.  They  will  enjoy  finding  Bob,  Muff,  Mac, 
and  Nancy  as  many  times  as  they  can.  Before  leaving  this  first 
unit,  it  would  be  well  to  have  the  entire  unit  from  pages  2 to  7 
built  in  card  holder,  page  by  page — then  read. 

The  teacher  should  analyze  each  pupil’s  progress  as  he  proceeds 
by  asking  herself  such  questions  as : 

1.  Are  the  children  finding  their  first  attempts  to  read  happy 

experiences? 

2.  Are  they  showing  an  increased  interest  in  books  and  all 

printed  material,  bulletin  board,  notices,  etc.? 

3.  Are  they  gaining  in  their  ability  to  interpret  a story  by  means 

of  the  pictures? 

4.  Are  they  beginning  to  show  ability  to  use  context  clues  to 

aid  in  the  recognition  of  words? 

5.  Are  they  making  progress  in  acquiring  the  following  mechan- 

ical skills? 

a.  Reading  the  left  page  first 

b.  Reading  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  page 

c.  Reading  from  left  to  right 

d.  Reading  by  phrases  instead  of  word  by  word 

e.  Reading  silently  before  reading  orally 

f.  Reading  silently  or  orally  in  answer  to  questions 

All  written  work  on  the  blackboard  should  be  done  in  manuscript 
form. 

(All  suggestions  offered  in  the  directions  for  procedure  in  Our 
Story  Book  may  be  used  with  the  Pre-Primer.)

The  authors  suggest  that  the  teacher  take  advantage  of  the 
surprise  element  in  this  and  other  stories  and  in  some  way  close 
off  the  ending  of  the  story  during  the  first  overview  or  readiness 
period.  If  this  is  done,  the  children  will  anticipate  and  predict 
the  ending  they  like,  before  seeing  the  real  ending. 

To  close  off  the  story  the  teacher  may  use: 

1.  Rubber  bands  around  all  the  pages  of  the  book  from  page  9 

to  the  back  cover 

2.  Paper  clips 

3.  A cardboard,  tagboard  marker,  or  sheet  of  paper  over  the 
ending  of  the  story 

READINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

The  teacher  may  begin  by  having  the  children  open  the  book 
to  pages  2 and  3.  Discussion  of  the  characters,  scene,  and  the 
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action  should  follow  to  recall  to  the  children’s  minds  the  stories 
from  Our  Story  Book  and  Our  Picture  Book. 

Opportunity  should  be  given  to  the  children  to  look  through  the 
pictures  up  to  page  9 and  talk  about  the  story.  Guidance  for 
reading  or  interpretation  of  these  pictures  would  be  similar  to  that 
given  in  the  directions  for  Our  Picture  Book  and  Our  Story  Book 
discussions  in  the  preceding  pages. 

READING 

The  teacher  may  guide  the  thinking  and  reading  by  questions 
such  as  the  following: 

Showing  page  2 of  the  Pre-Primer  and  seeing  that  all  the  group 
have  turned  to  page  2 in  their  books,  she  may  ask:  “Whom  do 
you  see  on  this  page?  ‘Nancy  and  Muff.’  That  is  what  the  book 
says.  Who  will  read  it?  Look  at  the  next  page — page  3 — and 
tell  us  whom  you  see.  Now  read  what  the  book  says. 

“Look  at  the  pictures  on  the  next  two  pages.  Which  picture  do 
we  look  at  first?  Second?  Next?  Who  can  tell  the  story  of 
these  pictures?  Tell  it  as  nearly  as  the  book  tells  it  as  you  can. 
Now  let  us  read  page  6.  Whom  does  Mac  see?  Read  the  first 
line.  It  says  just  what  you  said.  Read  the  line  that  tells  whom 
Muff  sees.  Look  at  page  7.  Read  the  line  that  begins  ‘See 
Mac  . . .’  Now  the  line  that  begins  ‘ See  Muff  . . .’ 

“Look  on  page  8.  Nancy  is  talking.  What  do  you  think  she 
said?  Can  you  read  what  she  said?  Look  at  page  9.  Nancy  is 
still  talking.  She  is  laughing  at  what  Muff  has  done.  Read  what 
she  says  about  Muff.  Now  read  what  Bob  said  about  Mac.  Now 
we  have  read  all  the  story.  Who  can  go  back  and  read  it  through 
from  the  beginning?” 

Each  child  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  read  the  story. 
If  time  does  not  permit  this  in  one  class  period,  the  children  may 
read  individually  to  the  teacher  at  some  other  time.  The  teacher 
should  see  that  the  poor  readers  get  the  most  practice. 

SUPPLEMENTARY  EXERCISES 

Purpose.  To  give  practice  in  reading  with  the  same  vocabulary 
and  to  develop  recognition  of  sentences,  phrases,  and  words. 

Workbook.  Pages  1 to  7 of  the  Workbook  may  be  colored  along 
with  the  reading  of  pages  1 through  7 in  Our  Story  Book.  Indi- 
vidual booklets  of  this  first  story  may  be  made  by  each  child. 
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The  Dictionary  Page,  page  9 of  the  Workbook,  is  for  reference, 
and  is  to  be  used  after  page  9 of  the  Pre-Primer. 

Sentence  recognition  exercises  on  pages  9,  10,  and  11  of  the 
Workbook  are  to  be  used  after  page  9 has  been  read  in  the  Pre- 
Primer,  or  the  exercises  may  be  hectographed,  and  the  children  may 
underline  the  sentence  like  the  top  one  in  each  column  below.

The  children  have  had  the  experience  of  reading  the  sequence 
pictures  in  Our  Picture  Book,  pages  6-7,  and  in  the  Pre-Primer, 
Mac  and  Muff,  pages  4-5.  Give  them  an  opportunity  now  to  tell 
which  picture  they  will  read  first,  which  one  next,  etc.  Note  that 
this  picture  is  a bit  more  detailed  than  the  first  sequence  picture  on 
page  6,  and  will  need  careful  guidance  accordingly.

Page  14.  Give  ample  time  for  discussion.  The  children  will 
want  to  tell  whether  or  not  they  guessed  the  correct  ending. 

It  is  recommended  now  that  the  children’s  attention  be  directed 
to  the  pictures  on  pages  10  and  11  again. 

The  teacher,  through  proceeding  from  picture  to  picture  with 
the  children,  might  help  them  to  make  little  stories  of  their  own, 
suggested  by: 

Pages  10-11 — Getting  ready  to  go 
Picture  top  of  page  12 — Tying  Mac 
Bottom  of  page  12 — Mac  trying  to  get  away 
Top  of  page  13— Mac  following  the  car 

Bottom  of  page  13 — Car  stopping  at  red  light.  Mac  catching 
car  and  stealing  up  onto  the  running  board. 

Page  14.  Mac  at  the  Picnic 

Stories  similar  to  those  recorded  here  will  result.  The  responses 
listed  are  actual  responses  from  classrooms. 

Pages  10-11.  Nancy  and  Bob  are  going  to  a picnic. 

Father  and  Mother  are  going. 

Baby  is  going  to  the  picnic,  too. 

They  will  have  a good  lunch. 
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Page  12.  Mac  wanted  to  go  to  the  picnic. 

Upper  Bob  wanted  Mac  to  go,  too. 

Picture  Father  said,  “Mac  can  not  go.” 

So  Bob  tied  Mac  to  the  dog  house. 

He  gave  Mac  his  dinner  first. 

Then  they  all  started  away  in  the  car.

GENERAL  READINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

The  discussion  which  the  children  have  had  on  the  pictures  in 
Our  Picture  Book  should  be  recalled  here.  This  is  the  first  “title” 
the  children  have  seen.  Acquaint  them  with  the  fact  that  stories 
often  have  titles.  The  children  should  become  familiar  with  the 
term  “title.”

READINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

Purpose.  To  draw  specific  concepts  which  will  definitely  help 
the  child  to  interpret  the  printed  page.  Apply  the  procedure 
recommended  for  readiness  development  in  Our  Picture  Book. 

FIRST  READING.  (First  part  of  unit.)  Pages  8-11 

Pages  8-9.  The  teacher  asks  the  question,  “Whom  do  you  see 
in  this  picture?”  As  the  children  answer,  “Mother  and  Baby,”  the 
teacher  places  the  marker  under  the  title  “Mother  and  Baby” 
while  the  children  read  this  title.  The  marker  is  then  moved 
down  under  the  next  sentence,  while  the  children  tell  what  Mother 
said.  Proceed  immediately  to  page  9 and  treat  in  similar  fashion. 

Place  the  marker  under  the  title  “Father,”  asking,  “Who  is  this?” 
When  the  answer  “Father”  is  given,  attention  should  be  called  to 
this  word  being  the  title.  Move  the  marker  to  the  next  sentence 
with  the  question,  “What  did  Father  say?”  Move  the  marker 
down — “What  else  did  Father  say?” 

Pages  10-11.  Turn  to  page  10.  Call  attention  to  page  num- 
bers. As  questions  are  raised,  move  the  marker  under  the  sentence. 

Treat  page  11  in  the  same  manner,  with  no  attention  to  new 
words.  The  questions  the  teacher  asks  should,  if  possible,  draw 
sentences  from  the  children  in  which  they  will  naturally  use  the 
new  words. 

Give  each  child  an  opportunity  to  read.  The  reading  and  re- 
reading of  these  pages — 'the  teacher  asking  leading  questions, 
telling  the  words  that  give  difficulty — will  give  much  joy  and 
satisfaction  to  all  the  children.  It  will  give  the  slower  children 
confidence  in  their  ability  to  read. 
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SECOND  READING. 

It  is  recommended  that  each  page  be  built  up  in  the  card  holder 
before  class  by  the  teacher,  so  as  to  give  the  children  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  the  page  in  its  entirety,  and  similar  to  the  correspon- 
ding page  in  Our  Story  Book. 

Page  8.  Titles  “ Mother  and  Baby”  should  be  matched  in  Our 
Story  Book  and  the  card  holder. 

“Who  would  like  to  read  the  sentence  that  tells  what  Mother 
said?  With  what  word  does  the  sentence  begin?  Find  the  word 
‘ Mother.  ’ Find  it  again.  How  many  times  can  you  see  the  word 
‘Baby’?  Put  your  hands  around  ‘Come  Baby,’  etc.” 

Page  9.  This  page  should  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as 
page  8. 

These  two  pages  should  be  thoroughly  reviewed  before  going  on 
to  the  next  page.  Use  all  sentence  and  phrase  cards  taught  thus 
far.  Build  a series  of  sentences  in  the  card  holder  which  will  re- 
view sentences,  such  as: 

Mother  said,  “See  Mac  run!” 

Father  said,  “See  Baby.” 

Bob  said,  “Come,  Baby.” 

Father  said,  “Come,  Bob.” 

Finally,  build  sentences  as  they  are  arranged  in  Our  Story  Book 
for  reading  in  sequence. 

Give  the  children  practice  placing  the  “title”  in  the  card  holder 
and  building  a page  exactly  like  the  corresponding  page  in  Our 

Story  Book. 

Pages  10-11.  The  children  will  find  little  difficulty  reading  the 
first  two  sentences  on  page  10,  as  there  are  no  new  words. 

The  question,  “What  did  Mother  say?”  may  bring  the  answer 
“Come  to  Mother.” 

The  sentences  with  new  words  in  them,  requiring  special  atten- 
tion, are  listed: 

Mac  sees  Muff. 

See  Mac  run! 

Mother  said,  “Come,  Baby.” 

Father  said,  “Come,  Bob.” 

Come  to  Mother. 
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It  is  recommended  that  these  new  words  be  placed  in  many  new 
situations  so  that  the  children  will  receive  a great  deal  of  review  on 
the  words  in  sentences.  Use  manuscript  writing  on  the  blackboard 
for  these  new  sentences. 

Page  11.  What  do  you  think  Bob  said? 

What  do  you  think  Nancy  said? 

To  whom  were  they  talking? 

Tell  Father  that  Mac  wants  to  go. 

Keep  the  marker  under  sentences  as  the  children  give  answers. 
Frame  questions  so  that  the  answers  will  come  in  the  exact  words 
of  the  book. 

Time  should  be  allowed  for  constant  review  on  all  sentences  con- 
taining new  words  from  page  2 to  11. 

All  sentences  and  phrases  should  be  kept  in  a separate  pack  with 
a rubber  band  around  them. 

The  teacher  may  want  to  test  the  group  often  to  determine  which 
children  are  actually  mastering  the  sentences  and  phrases  with  the 
new  words  in  them.  Records  should  be  kept  for  each  child. 

FIRST  READING.  (Second  part  of  unit.)  Pages  12-14 

Page  12.  Review  the  picture  with  the  children.  Call  attention  to 
the  four  sentences  on  this  page.  Guide  the  children  through  the 
reading  of  pages  12,  13,  and  14,  as  on  preceding  pages  —silently  first, 
then  orally.  The  last  sentence  on  page  13  should  be  told  to  the 
children  if  they  do  not  recognize  the  word  “is”  with  a capital  “I.” 

Watch  each  child  for  development  and  interest  in: 

1.  Concentration 

2.  Eye  movements 

3.  Alertness  to  recognize  likenesses  and  differences  in  sentences 

4.  Sentence  sense 

5.  Eliminating  special  difficulties 

Allow  the  children  to  scan  the  page,  then  select  the  sentence 
they  would  like  to  read.  The  teacher  should  guide  this  carefully, 
asking  the  questions  which  will  bring  the  correct  response  to  the 
sentence  the  child  has  chosen  to  read. 

The  children  may  want  to  turn  back  to  page  8 and  read  through 
to  page  14.  Create  an  audience  situation.  Encourage  rhythmical 
oral  reading. 
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SECOND  READING 

Turn  back  now  to  page  12.  Use  the  sentence  cards  which  paral- 
lel this  page  to  build  the  unit  in  the  card  holder.  Allow  the  children 
to  build  this  unit  themselves.  Careful  guidance  is  essential.  The 
sentences  should  be  placed  on  the  blackboard  ledge. 

The  teacher  may  say : 

1.  Read  the  first  sentence  on  page  12. 

2.  Find  this  same  sentence  on  the  blackboard  ledge. 

3.  Read  it  to  yourself. 

4.  Match  it  with  the  first  sentence  in  Our  Story  Book  to  see 

if  it  is  correct. 

5.  Place  it  in  the  card  holder. 

Acquaint  the  children  with  the  manipulation  of  the  card  holder. 
Call  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  they  are  going  to  build  four 
sentences;  hence  they  will  have  to  place  the  first  sentence  in  the 
card  holder  up  high  enough  to  leave  room  for  the  three  sentences 
that  follow.  The  card  holder  should  be  near  Our  Story  Book,  on 
same  level. 

The  teacher  may  say: 

1.  Read  the  next  sentence  on  page  12. 

2.  Find  this  same  sentence  on  the  blackboard  ledge. 

3.  Read  it  to  yourself. 

4.  Match  it  with  the  sentence  in  Our  Story  Book  to  see  if  it 

is  correct. 

5.  Place  it  in  the  card  holder. 

The  next  sentence  is  treated  in  similar  manner. 

The  children  now  have  the  complete  page  built  in  the  card 
holder  and  are  ready  to  read  from  the  card  holder  and  from  Our 

Story  Book. 

SUPPLEMENTARY  EXERCISES 

Use  the  phrase  cards  Nos.  15-24.  Place  “He  wants  to  go”  in 
the  card  holder.  Allow  the  children  to  put  in  the  phrase  cards  they 
are  holding,  one  at  a time.  First  sentence  may  read,  “He  wants 
to  go  with  Father.”  Take  out  “with  Father”  and  put  in  “with 
Mother.”  It  may  then  read,  “He  wants  to  go  with  Mother.” 
Games  may  be  played  with  sentence  cards  and  phrase  cards  before 
proceeding  to  the  next  page. 
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Page  13.  Proceed  in  same  manner  with  this  page.  The  phrases 
should  be  used  in  connection  with  this  page  to  build  extra  sentences, 
such  as : 

Baby  is  going  with  Bob. 

Nancy  is  going  with  Father. 

Bob  is  going  with  Mother. 

Pages  12  and  13  should  be  read  in  entirety  before  proceeding  to 
page  14. 

Page  14.  Try  to  secure  the  sentence,  “Mac  did  come”  from  the 
children. 

Guide  the  initial  reading  with  questions.  Attention  should  be 
given  to  sentence  cards  Nos.  30  to  34.  Build  the  page  up  in  the 
card  holder.  Call  for  the  sentence,  “Mac  did  come.”  Match  it 
in  Our  Story  Book.  Place  it  back  in  the  card  holder  in  its  correct 
place. 

REVIEW.  Pages  8-14 

A complete  review  is  recommended  from  pages  8 to  14. 

Use  all  sentence  and  phrase  cards  that  are  new  to  the  story. 

Use  the  same  devices  as  have  been  suggested  in  previous  reviews. 

Suggestions.  1.  Arrange  all  phrases  on  the  chalk  ledge.  Have 
one  child  close  his  eyes  while  another  child  chooses  a phrase  to 
be  guessed. 

2.  Use  Our  Picture  Book.  See  if  the  children  can  choose  a sen- 
tence which  tells  about  the  picture. 

3.  Choose  one  picture  in  Our  Picture  Book.  See  if  the  children 
can  build  the  page  about  this  particular  picture  which  parallels  the 
page  in  Our  Story  Book.  Check  with  Our  Story  Book  to  see  if 
they  are  correct. 

4.  Build  sentences  in  the  card  holder  which  the  children  know 
are  not  true,  to  surprise  them.  See  if  they  can  correct  them,  as: 

Bob  runs  and  runs. 

He  wants  to  go  with  Mac. 

Bob  said,  “Father  did  come.” 

Father  said,  “Bow-wow.” 

Mac  said,  “Come,  Nancy.” 

Muff  said,  “See  Baby!”

The  teacher  has  used  Our  Picture  Book  and  Our  Story  Book  in 
developing  readiness  and  the  beginning  reading  of  these  pages. 
The  children  are  now  ready  to  read  these  pages  in  the  Pre-Primer, 
Mac  and  Muff. 
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READINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

Lesson  1.  The  teacher  may  begin  by  having  the  children  open 
their  Pre-Primers  to  pages  10  and  11.  Discussion  of  the  characters, 
the  scene,  and  the  action  should  follow  to  recall  the  story  from  Our 
Picture  Book  and  Our  Story  Book. 

Opportunity  should  be  given  for  the  children  to  look  at  the 
pictures  up  to  page  15,  and  talk  about  the  story.  Guidance  for 
reading  or  interpreting  the  pictures  should  be  similar  to  that  given 
in  the  directions  for  Our  Picture  Book  and  Our  Story  Book  in  the 
preceding  pages. 

READING 

The  teacher  shows  page  10  to  the  children  and  asks  them  to  find 
that  page  in  their  books.  After  she  is  certain  they  all  have  the 
correct  page,  she  may  guide  the  thinking  and  reading  by  questions 
such  as  the  following: 

Whom  do  you  see  on  this  page?  “Mother  and  Baby.”  Ye& 
Now  will  you  read  the  title? 

What  do  you  think  Mother  said  to  Baby?  Now  read  this 
line.  (Point  to  “Mother  said,  'Come  Baby.’  ”) 

Who  is  this  on  page  11?  “Father.”  This  is  the  title  here. 

Father  is  about  ready  to  go  now.  What  has  Father  said  to 
Bob?  To  Nancy?  Who  can  read  the  lines  Father  said? 
Now  we  can  read  the  whole  part  where  they  are  getting  ready. 

After  looking  at  pages  12  and  13  and  discussing  the  story,  turn 
to  page  14  and  have  the  children  read  from  the  text.  Some  of  the 
children  will  be  able  to  read  this  page  immediately,  for  it  contains 
familiar  phrases  and  words.  Ask,  “Who  can  read  this  page?  Read 
the  line  that  tells  what  Father  said.  Now  read  what  Mother  said. 
Look  at  page  15.  What  does  Mac  want?”  Be  certain  to  get  the 
exact  words  of  the  book  here.  For  the  first  time  the  children  meet 
the  inverted  form  of  “Bob  said.”  “Read  the  sentence  that  tells 
what  Mac  wants  to  do.  Who  said  'Mac  wants  to  go?’  Read  the 
next  sentence  and  see  who  said  'Mac  wants  to  go.’  What  else  did 
Nancy  say?  Do  you  think  Bob  and  Nancy  wanted  Mac  to  go? 
Did  Father  want  him  to  go?  Do  you  think  he  will  go?  Would 
you  take  him  with  you?” 

Leave  the  story  here,  after  reading  it  over  again  for  rapid  pleasure 
reading. 
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Lesson  2.  If  possible,  do  not  reveal  page  18. 

“In  the  last  lesson  we  left  Mac  wanting  to  go  to  the  picnic. 
Look  at  the  pictures  on  pages  14,  15,  and  16.”  (Be  sure  all  the 
children  have  the  correct  pages  and  an  opportunity  to  refresh  their 
memories  of  the  story  up  to  date.  Give  time  for  them  to  talk 
about  the  picnic  plans,  Mac,  etc.) 

“Now  look  at  page  16.  What  has  happened  here?  Who  can 
read  the  line  that  tells  what  Mac  wants?  What  does  Mac  do? 
Read  that  sentence.  With  whom  does  Mac  want  to  go?  Read 
both  of  the  sentences  that  tell  with  whom  he  wants  to  go? 

“Look  at  page  17.  Who  is  going  with  Father?  Read  the  first 
sentence.  Who  does  the  second  sentence  say  is  going?  Who  is 
going  in  the  third  sentence?  Now  look  at  the  last  sentence.  It 
asks  a question.  Can  anyone  read  what  this  question  asks?  Look 
at  it.  You  may  see  something  that  will  help  you.”  (Teacher 
places  marker  under  Mac’s  name.  If  the  child  does  not  get  it  then, 
the  teacher  should  read  “Is  Mac  . . .”  and  let  the  children  finish 
it.  Give  opportunity  now  for  discussion  and  speculation  about 
Mac’s  going  to  the  picnic  on  the  running  board.) 

Reveal  page  18.  Give  the  children  time  to  talk  about  the  picture. 
Some  will  already  know  the  ending  from  reading  the  chart,  but 
the  dog’s  trick  will  amuse  them  just  the  same. 

The  reading  may  be  guided  by  such  questions  as : 

Read  what  Bob  said. 

Who  else  said  “Mac  did  come”?  Read  that  sentence. 

Can  you  read  what  Mac  said?  He  is  happy  now.  The 
family  was  not  angry  at  him  for  coming.  He  knew  he  had 
disobeyed. 

Give  the  children  time  to  discuss  Mac’s  coming;  then  reread 
the  story  from  page  10  to  page  18  as  a complete  unit.  Have  the 
children  talk  as  the  characters  talk. 

SUPPLEMENTARY  EXERCISES 

Purpose.  To  give  fuller  practice  in  reading  with  the  same  vocab- 
ulary, and  to  develop  recognition  of  sentences,  phrases,  and  words. 

Workbook.  Sentence  recognition  and  association  of  ideas  found 
in  the  Workbook,  pages  16  and  17,  may  be  used  after  pages  10  and 
11  in  the  Pre-Primer  have  been  read. 
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Word  recognition  practice,  Workbook,  page  18,  and  creative 
drawing,  page  19,  may  be  used  after  the  reading  of  page  14. 

Phrase  recognition,  Workbook,  page  20,  may  be  used  to  follow 
the  reading  of  page  15  in  the  Pre-Primer  or  the  teacher  may 
hectograph  this  exercise,  and  have  the  children  draw  lines  to  the 
right  ending  of  the  sentences. 

“Come,  Baby.”  “Baby  wants  to  go.” 

Mother  said,  “Come,  Father.”  Bob  said,  “Nancy  wants  to  go.” 
“Come,  Bob.”  “Mac  wants  to  go.” 

To  assist  the  development  of  sequence  thinking,  the  Workbook, 
pages  21  and  22,  may  be  used  after  page  16  has  been  read,  or  the 
teacher  may  hectograph  the  story  in  a disarranged  form  and  have 
the  children  rearrange  and  illustrate  it  as  they  wish. 

For  further  practice  in  sentence  recognition,  the  Workbook, 
pages  23,  25,  and  26,  may  be  used  after  page  18  has  been  read,  or 
the  teacher  may  hectograph  exercises  like  the  following,  and  ask 
the  children  to  draw  lines  to  the  sentences  that  are  alike : 

Mac  wants  to  go.  Come  to  Mother. 

Come  to  Mother.  Come,  Baby. 

Come,  Baby.  Mac  wants  to  go. 

Father  said,  “Come,  Bob.”  Mac  did  come.

Vocabulary  page  for  reference,  Workbook,  page  24,  has  the 
new  words  contained  in  the  unit.

Pages  15-21,  The  Park 

GENERAL  READINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

It  would  be  an  excellent  plan  to  take  the  children  to  a park. 
Allow  them  actually  to  enjoy  the  many  things  they  are  going  to 
talk  about  in  this  picture  of  the  park. 

Many  of  the  activities  suggested  in  the  beginning  pages  of  this 
booklet  may  be  correlated  with  this  park  unit,  such  as : 

1.  Building  park  equipment — -such  as  a merry-go-round. 

The  children  will  enjoy  making  a merry-go-round  out  of 
chairs,  if  building  material  is  not  available.  They  will 
enjoy  joining  hands  and  singing  merry-go-round  songs. 

2.  Making  large  drawings  of  a merry-go-round,  slides,  etc. 

3.  Labeling  these  pictures. 

4.  Telling  stories  about  the  trip  to  the  park  and  recording 

them. 

5.  Recording  events  on  the  bulletin  board  upon  return  from 

the  park,  such  as: 

John  saw  a robin. 

Mary  saw  two  baby  robins. 

It  was  fun  to  ride  on  the  slides. 

6.  Compiling  charts  which  will  tell  a story  about  the  trip  to 

the  park.  These  may  be  organized  by  the  group,  as 
follows : 

Miss  Jones  took  us  to  the  park. 

We  rode  in  the  school  bus. 

We  all  had  rides  on  the  merry-go-round. 

It  was  fun! 

When  the  children  have  returned  from  this  trip,  the  teacher 
should  capitalize,  on  the  conversation  which  will  naturally  follow. 
Connect  this  conversation  definitely  with  the  picture.  In  some 
places,  particularly  rural  sections,  children  may  not  understand 
what  a park  is  for  or  what  goes  on  in  one.  The  teacher  should 
provide  experience  background  for  those  pupils  by  showing  pictures 
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of  parks  other  than  the  ones  in  the  text  and  use  them  as  a pattern 
for  a sand  table  or  floor  scene.  Questions  like  the  following  will 
help  in  understanding  the  pictures  in  the  text : 

Page  15.  What  do  you  see  in  this  picture? 

Do  you  like  to  visit  the  park? 

What  do  you  do  when  you  go  to  the  park? 

If  you  have  picnics  in  the  park,  tell  about  them. 

If  you  have  ever  ridden  on  a merry-go-round,  tell 
about  it. 

Do  all  parks  have  merry-go-rounds? 

(Children  may  like  to  dramatize  a merry-go-round 
going  up  and  down,  up  and  down,  and  around 
and  around.  Merry-go-round  songs  may  be  sung 
in  connection  with  this.) 

READINESS  DEVELOPMENT.  Pages  16-17. 

Page  16.  (Picture  at  the  top  of  the  page.)  Children  should 
be  able  to  read  the  sequence  pictures  with  ease 
by  now. 

Where  are  Bob  and  Nancy  going? 

Where  is  Baby  going? 

What  does  Baby  want  to  do? 

Page  16.  (Picture  at  the  bottom  of  page.) 

Tell  what  you  see  in  this  picture. 

Which  picture  do  we  look  at  next? 

Page  17.  (Picture  at  the  top  of  the  page.) 

What  picture  shall  we  look  at  next?  (Allow  children 
to  point  to  the  picture  at  the  top  of  page  17.) 

Page  17.  (Picture  at  bottom  of  page.)  Allow  children  to  talk 
freely  about  this  picture  without  questioning. 

The  teacher  should  now  take  the  children  back  to  the  picture  at 
the  top  of  page  16.  With  guidance,  the  children  should  make  up 
their  own  little  stories.  Allow  them  to  look  at  the  picture. 
Encourage  them  to  think  of  a good  beginning  for  the  little  story. 
Move  on  to  the  picture  at  the  bottom  of  the  page.  Allow  a few 
minutes  for  the  children  to  think  what  they  will  say  next.  Proceed 
to  page  17  and  treat  it  in  the  same  manner.  When  the  pictures 
have  been  thought  through,  give  the  children  an  opportunity  to 
tell  their  own  stories. 
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Watch  each  child  for  the  following  indications  of  good  reading 
habits : 

1.  Clear-cut  sentences 

2.  Clear  enunciation  and  pronunciation 

3.  Sequential  thinking 

4.  Good  beginnings 

5.  Attention,  interest,  rhythmical  eye  movements,  and  other 

good  habits 


Pages  18-21.  Treat  exactly  in  the  same  manner  as  pages  16 
and  17. 

This  is  the  first  experience  the  children  have  had  in  interpreting 
eight  sequence  pictures.  When  the  teacher  has  taken  them  through 
pages  18  and  19,  she  should  turn  back  to  page  16  and  give  the 
children  the  experience  of  interpreting  the  pictures  through  from 
page  16  to  page  19,  inclusive. 

Allow  the  children  to  make  up  their  own  stories.  The  stories 
listed  are  representative  of  some  which  have  actually  been  compiled 
in  the  classroom,  under  careful  guidance  by  the  teacher: 


Nancy  said,  “Oh,  Oh!

READINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

The  teacher  has  used  Our  Picture  Book  and  Our  Story  Book  to 

develop  concepts  and  readiness  for  the  reading  of  these  pages.

The  authors  suggest  that  the  teacher  take  advantage  of  the  sur- 
prise element  in  this  and  other  stories,  and  in  some  way  close  off 
the  ending  of  the  story  during  the  first  overview  or  readiness  period.

Guidance  in 
interpreting  the  pictures  should  be  similar  to  that  for  Our  Picture 
Book  and  Our  Story  Book  discussions  in  the  preceding  pages. 

READING 

The  teacher  should  be  certain  all  the  children  have  found  page  19, 
and  then  guide  their  reading  with  such  questions  as:  What  does 
Bob  want?  Read  the  line  that  tells  what  Bob  wants.  Read  the 
line  that  tells  what  Nancy  wants.  Who  can  read  the  whole  page? 

Allow  the  children  to  look  at  the  pictures  on  pages  20  and  21 
and  make  any  comment  they  wish  about  the  story.  The  authors’ 
interpretation  of  the  pictures  should  then  follow. 
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Page  22.  On  page  22,  who  can  read  the  title  of  this  story?

The  entire  lesson  may  be  reread  now,  and  any  difficulties  noted 
should  be  taken  up  in  the  next  reading  period,  in  order  to  eliminate 
them  and  develop  fluent  reading  of  the  story.  After  the  supple- 
mentary exercises,  the  story  may  be  reread  fluently  and  with 
emphasis  on  expression. 

Trips  may  be  planned  with  the  children  for  a visit  to  a play- 
ground or  park  where  they  may  have  the  experience  of  riding  on 
slides,  scooters,  carts,  ponies,  etc.  Stories  children  tell  of  these 
experiences  may  be  made  into  booklets  which  they  illustrate:  for 
example,  “Things  We  Ride  On.”

READINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

Page  19.  Read  the  page  through,  asking  questions  using  the 
words  play  and  ball  such  as,  “What  does  Mac  want  to  play? 
With  whom  does  Mac  want  to  play?  With  whom  does  he  like  to 
play?” 
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Watch  the  eye  sweep  as  the  children  read.  Proceed  to  the  next 
page. 

Page  20.  Question,  “What  do  you  think  Bob  said  as  he  threw 
the  ball?” 

The  children  may  require  definite  help  with  the  second  line, 
“One,  two,  three.”  If  so,  tell  them  again  what  the  sentence  says. 
Continue  right  on  after  a number  of  children  have  read  the  page. 

Page  21.  Allow  the  children  to  read  this  page,  asking  questions 
as  they  read. 

Allow  them  to  discuss  the  ending  in  answer  to  the  question, 
“Did  Mac  get  the  ball?”  Call  attention  to  capital  “D”  in  “did.” 

Page  22.  Allow  the  children  to  read  with  no  questions.  The 
slower  children  should  be  called  on  especially,  as  this  is  a very 
easy  page. 

Page  23.  Initiate  discussion  before  reading  this  page.  Ask  such 
questions  as,  “How  would  you  like  to  have  your  dog  do  this?  Do 
you  think  the  children  thought  it  was  fun?  What  would  you  say 
to  your  dog?”  Draw  the  words  “go  away”  from  the  children. 
The  teacher  may  say,  “Why,  that  is  just  what  Bob  said.  Let  us 
read  it.  Who  else  said  ‘ Go  away?  ’ Let  us  read  it.  Who  would 
like  to  read  what  Baby  said?” 

READING 

Turn  back  to  page  19. 

As  in  the  preceding  lessons,  turn  back  to  the  first  page  of  the 
lesson  for  sentence  and  phrase  work.  Follow  the  same  plan  as 
outlined  in  preceding  units. 

Page  19  may  be  built  up  in  the  card  holder,  using  phrase  and 
word  cards  as  listed. 

“He  wants  to  play  ball.”  might  be  set  in  the  card  holder.  The 
ending  of  the  sentence  might  be  changed,  as,  “He  wants  to  play 
ball  with  Bob.”  Then  take  out  “with  Bob”  and  put  in  “with 
Nancy.”  Change  “with  Nancy”  to  “with  Mac,”  etc. 

Page  20.  Phrase  and  sentence  cards  have  been  placed  on  the 
blackboard  ledge.  The  teacher  places  a marker  under  the  first 
part  of  the  sentence  and  calls  for  this  first  part  to  be  brought  and 
placed  under  “Bob  said.”  The  teacher  then  holds  the  marker 
under  the  last  part  of  the  sentence,  and  calls  for  this  part.  The 
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children  will  look  for  “play  ball,”  “Mac,”  etc.  Follow  through 
with  this  procedure. 

1.  Find  the  card. 

2.  Look  at  it. 

3.  Match  it  in  Our  Story  Book. 

4.  Read  it. 

5.  Place  it  in  the  card  holder. 

Proceed  in  this  manner  until  the  whole  page  is  built.  Then 
read  from  the  card  holder. 

Pages  21-22.  Use  the  same  procedure  as  suggested  for  page  20. 

Page  23.  New  word  “away.”  This  sentence  should  give  no 
difficulty.  The  natural  response  to  the  question,  “What  would 
you  say  to  Mac  if  he  shook  water  on  you?”  will  be  “Go  away!” 

Ask  the  children,  also,  “What  did  Bob  say?”  “What  did  Baby 
say?” 

Plenty  of  time  should  be  taken  for  the  identification  and  matching 
of  sentence  and  phrase  cards.  (Keep  sentences  and  phrases  pre- 
senting any  difficulty  together  with  a rubber  band.  Be  sure  that 
drill  is  given  on  phrases  the  children  do  not  know.  Keep  the 
cards  you  are  sure  the  children  know  in  a separate  pack.) 

Much  review  will  usually  be  needed. 

Test  achievement  constantly. 

Pages  24  and  25  present  no  new  words.  These  two  pages  offer 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  do  testing.  Allow  a number  of  the 
children  to  read  these  two  pages  without  interference. 

REVIEW 

It  is  recommended  now  that  before  advancing  to  the  next  unit 
a complete  review  of  this  story  be  given,  beginning  back  on  page  15. 

Allow  the  children  to  take  turns  reading.  Read  a page  and  go 
right  on  to  the  next  page.  Often  interest  is  killed  by  reading  a 
page  over  and  over  again.  Allow  the  children  to  choose  the  page 
they  want  to  read.

These  sentences  may  be  recorded  on  charts  or  on  the  blackboard.

Move  right  along  to  the  picture  at  the  bottom  of  page  24,  then 
to  the  picture  at  the  top  of  page  25,  etc. 

The  picture  at  the  bottom  of  page  25  should  promote  much 
conversation. 

The  ending  of  the  story  is  not  revealed  until  the  page  is  turned. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  page  will  not  be  shown  until  the  children  are 
ready  for  it.  The  joy  that  will  come  from  finding  Muff  will  be  most 
gratifying. 

Before  turning  the  page,  a splendid  opportunity  is  afforded  to 
predict  outcomes.

It  is  suggested  that  after  the  above  procedure  has  been 
carried  through  page  31,  the  teacher  turn  to  page  32  and  allow  the 
children  to  interpret  the  pictures  to  the  end  of  the  story,  giving  the 
children  the  joy  and  satisfaction  that  will  come  with  “ finding  Muff.” 

The  teacher  should  place  a line  marker  (if  needed)  under  each 
sentence  as  she  proceeds,  and  will  watch  the  children  for: 

1.  Correct  eye  movement 

2.  Concentration  of  attention 

3.  Sustained  interest 

4.  Sentence  sense 

5.  Orderliness  of  thinking 

6.  Clear  enunciation  and  pronunciation 

7.  Alertness  in  recognizing: 

a.  Likenesses  and  differences 

b.  Familiar  sentences 

c.  Picture  clues 

d.  Page  numbers,  etc.

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SECOND  READING 

The  children  are  now  ready  to  go  back  to  page  26  for  a detailed 
procedure. 

Page  26.  The  card  holder  should  contain  a unit  identical  with 
that  found  on  page  26,  and  should  be  placed  near  Our  Story  Book. 

The  title  “ Where  Is  Muff?”  may  have  to  be  told  to  the  children 
while  the  teacher  holds  a marker  under  it.  Recalling  the  fact  that 
Muff  is  lost  and  Nancy  is  calling  her,  the  children  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  reading  this  page.  Special  attention  needs  to  be  given 
to  the  sentence  “Where  is  Muff?” 

Attention  should  now  be  turned  to  the  card  holder.  The  children 
will  read  this  same  unit  and  note  that  it  is  exactly  like  page  26  of 
Our  Story  Book. 

The  sentence  “Where  is  Muff?”  should  be  called  for  now,  and 
matched  with  the  same  sentence  in  Our  Story  Book. 

Page  27.  Use  the  same  procedure  as  that  suggested  for  page  26, 
with  attention  to  the  sentence  “Here  comes  Mac”  because  of  the 
new  word  here.  Review  of  the  sentence  “Where  is  Muff?”  is 
essential. 

Games  may  be  played  now,  using  the  two  new  sentence  cards  and 
review  sentence  cards.  The  teacher  will  select  those  which  may  be 
giving  some  difficulty. 

Pages  28-29.  Have  a short  discussion  of  the  picture. 

Page  28.  This  picture  on  page  28  is  not  reproduced  in  Our 
Picture  Book,  so  it  will  need  special  attention  here. 

To  whom  is  Nancy  talking? 

What  do  you  think  she  is  saying? 

What  do  you  think  Bob  is  saying? 

Ask  specific  questions  so  as  to  obtain  the  correct  interpretation 
from  the  children,  as : 

Wliom  does  Nancy  want  to  find? 

To  whom  is  she  talking? 

What  did  she  say? 

Build  this  unit  in  the  card  holder  with  the  use  of  review  phrase 
and  word  cards.  Give  special  attention  to  the  sentences  and 
phrases  containing  new  words : 

wants  to  find 
Muff  is  not  here. 
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Page  29.  Use  the  same  procedure  as  that  recommended  for 
page  28,  with  attention  to  the  sentence,  “Bob  looked  under  the 
table.”  Either  have  the  unit  built  in  the  card  holder,  or  allow  the 
children  to  build  it  as  they  proceed.  The  card  holder  should  then 
be  dismantled,  matched  with  Our  Story  Book,  and  rebuilt. 

The  phrase  cards  “wants  to  find”  and  “under  the  table”  should 
be  used  here  for  emphasis. 

Page  30.  Discussion  of  the  picture  may  take  place  first.  Then 
the  teacher  may  say,  “Who  can  find  the  sentence  that  tells  what 
Nancy  said?  Read  it  to  yourselves.”  Give  the  child  a marker. 
Allow  him  to  place  the  marker  under  the  sentence  that  tells  what 
Nancy  said.  “Nancy  said  something  else.  She  wanted  to  tell 
Mother  that  they  could  not  find  Muff.  What  would  she  say?” 
Attempt  to  draw  the  exact  words  of  the  book,  “We  can  not  find 
Muff.” 

Show  the  sentence  card  No.  85.  Give  it  to  a child  to  read. 
Then  match  it  with  Our  Story  Book  and  place  it  in  the  card  holder. 

Find  everything  Bob  said.  Show  the  card  “Where  is  Muff?” 
Match  it  with  Our  Story  Book.  Read  the  sentence.  “What  else 
did  Bob  say?”  Place  the  marker  under  it,  read  it,  etc. 

Where  the  page  is  built  up  in  the  card  holder,  the  sentence  may 
be  disarranged,  read,  and  reread.  Finally,  the  page  should  be  read 
by  several  children  from  both  Our  Story  Book  and  the  card  holder. 

Page  31.  Use  the  same  procedure  as  that  suggested  for  page  30, 
with  special  attention  given  to  the  phrases  “Look  for  Muff,”  “under 
the  bed.”  The  capital  form  of  the  letter  “I”  will  need  attention. 

REVIEW 

This  review  might  consist  of : 

1.  Building  sentences  in  the  card  holder,  with  emphasis  on: 

Where  is  Muff? 

Here  comes  Mac. 
wants  to  find 
is  not  here 

looked  under  the  table 

Using  the  review  sentences  and  phrases,  many  sentences  can  be 
built  for  supplementary  reading  in  the  card  holder. 

2.  Games  may  be  played  as  suggested  in  previous  lessons. 

3.  Read  the  story  through  from  page  26  to  page  31. 
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Place  “Mother  said,  'Look  for  Muff’  ” in  card  holder.  Slip  the 
word  card  “Nancy”  into  the  card  holder  right  over  the  word 
“Muff.”  The  sentence  will  now  read,  “Look  for  Nancy.”  Use 
the  word  cards  “Bob,”  “Father,”  “Mac,”  “the  ball,”  in  similar 
fashion,  so  as  to  fasten  the  phrase  “Look  for”  in  the  pupils’  minds. 

The  sentence  “Nancy  looked  under  the  bed”  may  be  treated  in 
a like  manner,  substituting  “table”  for  “bed.” 

Give  special  attention  to  the  new  words  find , not,  looked,  under, 
table,  we,  can,  look,  for,  bed.  All  sentence  and  phrase  cards  from 
the  beginning  of  the  unit  should  be  reviewed  constantly. 

Build  the  following  in  the  card  holder.  (This  uses  all  new 
sentences  and  phrases  beginning  with  page  26) : 

Where  is  Muff?  Bob  looked  under  the  table. 

Bob  said,  “Here  comes  Mac.”  Bob  said,  “ We  can  not  find  Muff!” 

Nancy  wants  to  find  Muff.  Mother  said,  “Look  for  Muff. 

Muff  is  not  here.  Look  under  the  bed.” 

READING 

Pages  32-33.  The  picture  on  page  32  has  not  been  developed 
in  Our  Picture  Book,  so  special  attention  should  be  given  to  it 
here.  Questions  of  this  nature  might  be  asked: 

Who  came  into  this  picture? 

What  do  you  think  Nancy  is  saying? 

What  would  you  say  to  your  father? 

Does  Mac  look  as  though  he  wanted  to  help  find  Muff? 

What  can  Mac  do? 

Pages  32  and  33  will  be  read  with  no  difficulty.  Use  these  two 
pages  to  test  the  ability  to  read  fluently.  Use  all  sentence  and 
phrase  cards  paralleling  these  two  pages. 

Pages  34-35.  It  is  suggested  that  the  book  be  folded  back  so 
as  not  to  reveal  the  secret  on  page  35  to  the  children  until  they 
are  ready  to  read  it. 

Page  34.  Why  do  you  think  Mac  is  barking? 

Do  you  think  he  knows  where  Muff  is? 

What  did  Bob  say? 

What  did  Bob  and  Nancy  do? 

As  the  children  give  the  answers,  the  marker  should  be  placed 
directly  underneath  the  sentence  which  answers  the  question. 
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Emphasis  needs  to  be  placed  on  the  sentences : 

Look  at  Mac ! 

Nancy  and  Bob  ran  to  Mac. 

Page  35.  Allow  the  children  to  read  this  page  with  no  inter- 
ference. They  will  have  no  difficulty  with  the  word  “kittens.” 

REVIEW 

A complete  review  of  the  story  is  suggested  before  going  on  to 
the  next  unit. 

All  sentences  and  phrases  new  to  this  story  should  be  thoroughly 
reviewed. 

The  children  now  have  access  to  56  sentence  cards.  The  group 
should  be  tested  regularly.  The  cards  they  know  should  be 
separated  from  the  cards  with  which  they  are  having  any  diffi- 
culty, by  rubber  bands. 

Attention  to  individual  difficulties  should  result  from  this  review, 
and  each  child’s  progress  should  be  entered  on  cards.

the  story  has  been  well  introduced.  A discussion  of  the  characters, 
the  scene,  and  the  action  should  follow  to  recall  the  details  of  the 
story  for  them.

Guidance  for  interpreting  the  pictures  would  be  similar  to  that 
given  in  the  directions  for  the  same  story  in  Our  Picture  Book 
and  Our  Story  Book  discussions  in  the  preceding  pages.

The  teacher  has  used  Our  Picture  Book  and  Our  Story  Book  to 
develop  the  concepts  and  readiness  for  the  reading  of  these  pages 
in  the  Pre-Primer.  Picture  development  is  similar  to  that  in  the 
directions  for  Our  Picture  Book. 

This  story  is  absorption  material  as  it  contains  only  one  new 
word,  wanted.  (The  word  wants  was  introduced  on  page  15.) 

Suggested  questions  for  the  guidance  of  page  reading,  follow : 
Page  44.  What  is  the  title  of  this  story? 

What  do  you  think  they  wanted? 

What  did  the  kittens  do? 

Look  at  the  pictures — 'you  can  see  what  happened. 

The  teacher  may  say  to  the  children,  “Now  you  can  probably 
read  all  this  story.  Wouldn’t  you  like  to  try  it  alone?  When 
you  are  ready  to  read  it  all,  come  to  me  and  I shall  enjoy  hearing 
you  read  it.” 

The  teacher  may  have  each  child  read  this  story  individually, 
and  note  his  progress  in  these  abilities : 

1.  Habitual  reading  from  left  to  right  with  few  or  no  regressions 
across  the  line 


2.  Return  eye  sweep  to  next  line  correctly  made  without  line 
marker 


3.  Recognition  of  sentences,  phrases,  and  words  with  precision 

and  fair  speed 

4.  Correct  holding  of  a book  and  turning  of  pages 

5.  Correct  use  of  a line  marker
